POINTS DECIDED UPON RATING BASIS 

the October which contained the report 
the Executive Committee meeting, reference was 
made the report the Committee Standards 
Membership, which urged that definite measures 
taken make possible evaluation the work 
member agencies upon the basis seventeen points 
agreed upon the Committee. 

Since will not possible undertake the rating 
project scientifically for some time, League members 
may interested doing some self-rating through 
examining their own organizations upon the basis 
these seventeen points. After six years co-operative 
effort raise their own standards, and thereby affect 
the entire child welfare field, the members the League 
should exceedingly interested checking, merely 
for their own information, their actual practices under 
each the following headings with what they have 
accepted proper minima service:

Bulletin Public Child-Caring Work Certain 
Counties Minnesota, North Carolina and New 
(Bureau Publication 173) has been recently issued 
the Children’s Bureau. The study was made 
Ida Curry, Superintendent County Children’s 
Agencies the New York State Charities Aid Associa- 
tion. presents interesting material and will prove 
valuable reference book for those who are developing 
county state programs child care. 

The reader struck with the progress that has been 
made these three states the care dependent, 
neglected and delinquent children, but the methods used 
and the results obtained are quite dissimilar. quote: 
Minnesota the State board becomes the guardian 
children and carries direct social case work responsi- 
bilities. North Carolina and New York the State 
boards perform neither these duties except the 
North Carolina board expends State funds for mothers’ 

The recognition the State its direct responsi- 
bility for the care needy children and its courageous 
grappling with the problem illegitimacy make the 
Minnesota program noteworthy. Moreover, the exis- 
tence child welfare boards which represent the State 
various counties makes possible much more far- 
reaching work than central office staff could attempt 
unaided. The report points out that this plan has 
developed the use volunteer county board members 
the case work field extent nowhere else at- 
tempted. 

There are one two features Minnesota’s organi- 
zation that strike outsider cumbersome. One 
these has with the provision for normal dependent 
children. These are supported State school until 
they can placed free family homes. The Chil- 
dren’s Bureau has authority over this institution, 
although the supervision all private child-helping 
organizations centered the Bureau. Another odd 
feature Minnesota’s system its supervision 
boarding and free homes. Whereas every free home 


placement private agency must visited and 
passed upon the State Bureau, the latter delegates 
several the private child-caring agencies the in- 
spection and supervision boarding homes. 

North Carolina interesting find public 
social work responsibility the county, the State 
coming into the picture principally through its ap- 


pointment county boards and endorsement county 
executives, and its supervisory standardizing 
duties. Education and health activities North Caro- 
lina had long been organized county basis and this 
was the most logical form welfare activities for the 
State adopt. 

North Carolina has made valuable experiment 
providing training for its county superintendents 
public welfare through co-operation between the State 
Board Welfare and the State University. 

The reader the report cannot but staggered 
the multiplicity duties imposed upon the county 
board executives North Carolina. Interest also 
arrested the fact that intricate case work problems 
must solved the county superintendent schools 
the counties where acts also superintendent 
public welfare. Even though may have had some 
training social work, possible for him keep 
adequate county school program going and still give 
personal attention problems unmarried mothers, 
child placing, general poor relief, the child 
labor law, and paroled children from State institu- 
tions? But, noted the report, the welfare pro- 
gram primarily one keep children school. 

North Carolina, having mandatory act, has been 
able carry its county program into its 100 counties. 
Minnesota and New York with permissive acts have 
not gone far, though few counties either those 
states are entirely without some form service 
children. 

The New York system differs materially from both 
the other two; only one county, Dutchess, reported 
upon detail, and operates under special statute. 

Here find definite provision funds for the 
public support needy children, and county board 
child welfare having the direct duty caring for 
and protecting all such children. power the 
board provide any form case work treatment was 
limited only its ability get the necessary appro- 
priations.” Herein outstanding contrast 
North Carolina and Minnesota, where the protection 
children too often handicapped inability 
secure sufficient county funds for the carrying through 
constructive plan treatment. 

With State such these already resulting 
the bettering child life, hoped that other 
states will stimulated establish forms public 
child care adapted their needs. developments 
this field public care should undertaken without 
thorough preliminary study the systems already 
operating Minnesota, North Carolina and New 
York.

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THE PITTSFIELD CLINIC 


How make social service respectable commodity 
community life rather than have mean “some- 
thing part the rest who can’t help 
themselves” the ideal all thoughtful persons 
interested the development social welfare. 

The Pittsfield Clinic, described William 
Terhune, M.D., the November published 
the Massachusetts Society for Mental Hygiene, 
seems point the way many potential possibilities 
for making social case work available more persons 
than those making the group. Dr. 
Terhune’s article reprinted full: 


“In town fifty thousand people adequate 

mental health service exists providing attention for 
people from all walks life and nominal charge. 
accepted and rather unheralded part the com- 
munity life, apparently creating more interest than 
the city water supply, board health, local hospital. 
there, used and taken for granted. There doctors 
seek help diagnosis and refer patients for treatment. 
Business organizations refer their employees, social 
agencies come for advice, courts request medical opin- 
ions, and, best all, the man the street knows 
and comes freely, without shame, for assistance. 
“This clinic not place sadness; instead there 
atmosphere hopefulness; the doctors 
and workers there have reputation for curing people, 
reputation ten years’ duration. The children, 
many whom are referred from the schools, are enter- 
tained and supervised psychiatric worker who 
adept understanding children. There are pleasant 
pictures the walls, light streaming through the win- 
dows, and all consultations are appointment. There 
atmosphere understanding, friendliness and 
respect for confidence which usually completely 
disarming. 

“The medical consultations take place modern 
hospital; patient passes through the clinic without 
undergoing complete physical examination. Three, 
sometimes four, psychiatrists give their time—an after- 
noon week—to the clinic. The social service staff 
consists three experienced psychiatric workers. 
are fortunate having one member the staff who 
has been locally trained psychiatric work who was 
teacher for many years local school and knows the 
general and personal idiosyncrasies the community. 
These workers are full-time basis, assisted two 
well-trained secretaries and volunteer workers. The 


social workers are supplied with motor service, they 
hold their own staff meetings, and attend staff meetings 
with the physicians. 


expense; time, trouble spared seeing 
that patient adequately cared for—not once ten 
years has the clinic failed see patient through 
illness, for, although the clinic itself does not contribute 
money, its standing the community such that 
when asks for help for patient the assistance 
forthcoming. 

“For many years many have been busy trying 
sell Mental Hygiene communities, and here 
community sold the idea that they take 
had always existed. There should such clinic 
every community and, like hospitals, they should 
endowed They should not dependent 
Community Chests, nor should they placed 
the category charitable organizations. Experience 
shows that community health clinic fully neces- 
sary properly organized hospital. Fortunate

THE MORON DEFENDED 


the meeting the National Committee Mental 
Hygiene, held New York November 10th, Dr. 
George Wallace, Superintendent the Wrentham 
State School for the Feeble-Minded Wrentham, 
Mass., defended the moron, declaring that “it not her 
mental level which the moron stubs her toe, but 
rather her lack social 

Dr. Wallace stressed the fact that intelligence quo- 
tients and mental levels are given too much prominence 
our approach the social problems the feeble- 
minded, whereas such problems should regarded 
the same light those occurring any other class 
population.

are the asked, “who are making 
the trouble the community? They are exactly the 
same classes who are making the trouble the higher 
mental levels—pathological liars, thieves, rovers, psy- 
chopathic personalities, neurasthenics and those suffer- 
ing from laziness, brainstorms, inferiority complexes, 
temperamental episodes, emotional instability, 

“Tt is, therefore, important that social maladjust- 
ment occurring the moron group should brought 
out the open and should, problem, viewed 
within the realm mental hygiene and for practical 
purposes mental levels should forgotten.”

CHILDREN’S COMPENSATION 

July 1927, the new provisions the Illinois 
workmen’s compensation act came into effect, under 
which illegally employed children who are injured 
industrial accidents are now entitled the benefits 
the act and will also receive compensation amount- 
ing one and half times much they would have 
received they had been legally employed. Before the 
passage this legislation children who were illegally 
employed had rights under the compensation act 
but had bring suit against their employers under the 
common law case injury. This remedy, 
stated, was tried comparatively few cases because 
the cost, uncertainty, and delay court procedure. 
expected that under the new law employers will 
more careful observing the State child labor law 
and demanding adequate proof age from their 
minor workers. (Life and Labor Bulletin, Chicago, 
October, 1927, 4.)

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HEALTH FACTORS PROTECTIVE WORK 


The meaning good health opposed poor 
health terms conduct fathers, mothers and 
children expressed concretely the 1926 Annual 
Report one our members that quote the section 
give wider circulation. Mrs. Erskine, Secretary 
the Pennsylvania Society Protect Children from 
Cruelty, writes: 


have emphasized medical work our families, 
and during the past few years this has marked long 
step forward the work the Society. Little can 
expected the half-sick the physically men- 
tally handicapped, and much the welfare the 
family depends upon help along these lines. Therefore, 
not only the children brought our Shelter for care, 
but many others remaining their own homes, together 
with the parents, receive full attention, and 
many hours are our agents their tireless 
efforts see that contacts with hospitals and doctors 
are arranged for, and follow-up work faithfully carried 
out. have learned that often delinquent irre- 
sponsible parent suffers from some malady that easily 
accounts for apparent shortcomings, and that problem 
child juvenile delinquent improves greatly conduct 
after some physical correction has been made. Also 
that many children, underfed and undernourished, 
and many with physical ailments unknown ignorant 
parents, responded with good health after being placed 
under competent medical supervision, and were brought 
proper moral standards. 

“During 1926 over 2000 our children were 
the attention hospital clinics. maintain, 
connection with two other children’s organizations, 
[the Children’s Bureau and Aid Society.— 
Ed.], Associated Medical Clinic where 1334 this 
number were examined the past year. this Clinic, 
which stands out one the best its kind, the 
children are given special examinations, with routine 
examinations included the follow-up work, that 
all recommendations the physicians are fully carried 
out. Furthermore, those children who have become 
wards the Society through court action receive special 
medical examinations regular periods. every 
step the health the child guarded give 
chance face life with clean, fit body.” 


NEW HOSPITAL FOR CRIPPLED CHILDREN 


expected that construction will start this fall 
the new William Henry Eustis Hospital for Crippled 
Children, built the campus the University 
Minnesota. The funds for the new hospital, amount- 
ing between $500,000 and $600,000, have been pro- 
vided entirely Mr. Eustis, former mayor Minne- 
apolis, who has also established trust fund for the 
maintenance the hospital. The out-patient depart- 
ment will financed State funds already appro- 
priated for the purpose.—(Modern Hospital, Chicago, 
October, 1927, 138.)

Such plan will make pos- 
sible for the board members and superintendents 
initiate discussion specific and immediate problems 
and receive once such help the worker from the 
state department able give. 

The Juvenile Protective League Cincinnati, Galen 
Achauer, Executive Secretary, has completed year 
work under its revised program which stresses the 
provision “ways and means which the youth 
city and country may more effectively protected from 
the acquirement habits tending antisocial acts.” 
The guidance and counsel Big Brothers, Big Sisters 
and probation officers are provided part the pro- 
gram. continuous analytical study local condi- 
tions maintained discover the causes juvenile 
delinquency, and effort directed their elimination 
and the development wholesome conditions. All 
this close co-operation with the Juvenile Court, 
which Mr. Achauer Director Social Service.

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FORESTALLING THE WINTER COLD 


Chilly days when ventilation difficult and clothing 
hard adjust bring annually the ever-recurring 
matter colds and how avoid them. This set 
suggestions from the Travelers Insurance Company 
might well framed for the bathroom wall:

They should protect you covering the 
mouth with handkerchief when they cough sneeze. 

Wash your hands frequently; use clean towels and 
other toilet articles. Avoid putting the fingers 
mouth nose. 

Keep the nose, mouth and throat clean. Brush 
the teeth least twice day. Gargle the throat, 
especially after having been the theater. every 


before retiring. Common table salt, rounded 


teaspoonful pint warm water, makes excellent 
cleansing October, 1927.

This study, Miss Julia Griggs the Council 
Social Agencies Columbus and Franklin County, 
Ohio, included analysis the data recorded the 
birth certificates Franklin County and comparative 
figures from Cuyahoga and Hamilton Counties, thus 
including the three largest cities the state—Colum- 
bus, Cleveland, and Cincinnati. was found that 
the illegitimate birth rates Franklin and Hamilton 
Counties were approximately twice high the rate 
the state whole for period ten years. 
Cuyahoga County the rate was about the same for 
the whole state. The three counties represented per 
cent the total population the state, but they in- 
cluded per cent all recorded illegitimate births 
for the state. 

The question whether not the Negro population 
factor the illegitimate birth rate answered 
data showing that the illegitimate birth rate for Negroes 
higher than for the white population. But, the 
other hand, direct relationship was found between 
the size the Negro population and the illegitimate 
birth rate. Franklin County, which had the largest 
proportion Negro inhabitants, had the smallest per- 
centage illegitimate Negro births. Cuyahoga 
County the situation was exactly reversed. 

Like other studies this problem, the Ohio study 
shows that the “problem illegitimacy clearly 
problem More than one-half the mothers 
were under years age; almost per cent the 
whole number were under years age. 

One the interesting features the study the 
analysis the residence the mothers. The variation 
shown the various counties bears direct relation 
the presence maternity homes. Franklin County, 
per cent the mothers were non-residents; almost 
per cent the births occurred maternity homes. 
Hamilton County reported per cent non-resident 
mothers; per cent the births were maternity 
homes. Cuyahoga County, per cent were non- 
resident; per cent the births were maternity 
homes. The prospective unmarried mothers came 
Franklin County from different counties the state, 
and from other states. The popularity Columbus 


explained the report being related the central 
location and accessibility the city. 

commonly assumed that prospective unmarried 
mothers other cities for confinement. This ob- 
viously true far concerns girls and women who 
live the smaller cities and towns, who necessity 
come larger cities for hospital and maternity home 
care. But the facts presented this report indicate 
that there such shifting between the larger cities, 
one might expect, unless assumed that girls 
living the larger cities Ohio avoid other Ohio 
cities and cities other states. The report shows 
that the 292 mothers whose residence was Columbus 
Franklin County, only two went Cuyahoga 
Hamilton Counties for confinement. For the 646 
mothers who were residents Cleveland Cuyahoga 
County, only two births were reported from counties 
outside the place residence, and for the 508 Cincin- 
nati Hamilton County residents, there was birth 
recorded outside Hamilton County. Undoubtedly, 
all the story cannot known without much more 
adequate data than have been available, but the facts 
presented this report indicate migration from 
large cities not great popularly supposed. 
The facts brought out. this study point the need 
for study the whole question the field service 
that rendered maternity homes, the relationship 
that should exist between these institutions and the 
localities which the mothers reside, and their respon- 
sibility the community which they operate. 


The Child Welfare Committee the League 
Nations its third session held Geneva early 
May discussed, among other topics, the following: The 
cinema relation child welfare, which has been the 
subject investigation the committee; the pro- 
tection life and health early infancy, especially the 
standardizing statistics still-births and infant 
mortality; the mental and physical recreation chil- 
dren and young people, which has been the subject 
special investigation; alcoholism relation child 
welfare; report the International Labour Office 
family allowances; study Juvenile Courts the 
International Prison Commission; the prevalence and 
causes blindness; assistance and education 
blind children; and the illegitimate child. The com- 
mittee decided make study the position the 
illegitimate child and instructed the Secretary General 
send questionnaire all countries, requesting in- 
formation the rights and obligations the mother 
and father, action establish paternity, conditions 
governing legitimization, rights inheritance suc- 
cession, and existence official guardianship for ille- 
gitimate children. 
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
